Cadet Foy,a member of the thir d 
class at West Point,has been placed 
in confinement for a year and de­ 
pr ived of all pr ivileges, including 
his thr ee months’ fur lough next sum­ 
mer , for hazing Cadet Pr entiss, a 
r ecent ar r ival at the academy. 
A tactical officer , passing F oy’s 
tent in the summer camp, hear d an 
unusual noise pr oceeding fr om in­ 
side. 
Stepping in quickly he found 
the older cadet lying upon the floor , 
while standing befor e him in a r igid 
militar y 
attitude was the “ 
plebe” 
r eady to fall fr om sheer exhaustion 
as the r esult of the ar my sitting-up 
exer cises Foy had r equir ed him to 
do. 


A few days befor e this incident a 
thir d classman had so exasper ated a

French Royalists Venerate This Relic 
of Louis XVII. 
PuWicity has been given to a sin­ 
gular ceremony which took place re­ 
cently at Neuilly-sur-Seine, in the 
course of wliich a reliquary was 
handed to Count Urbain de Maille, 
representing the Due de Madrid, by

U ntil the money question is settled, we are 
opposed to anv ag itation for further chang es 
In our tariff law s except such as are necessary 
to make up the deficit in rev enue caused by 
the adv erse decision of the suprem e court on 
the Income tax. 
But for this decision by the supreme court 
there would be no deficit in the revenue under 
the law passed by a dem ocratic cong ress in 
strict pursuance of the uniform decisions of 
that court for nearly 1 0 0 y ears, that court hav ­ 
ing in that decision sustained constitutional 
objections to its enactm ent which had prev i- 
lously been overruied by the ablest judges who 
have ev er sat on that bench. 
We declare that 
It is the duty of cong ress to use all the consti­ 
tutional powder which rem ains after that d e­ 
cision, or which may com e from its rev ersal by 
the court as it may hereafter be constituted, 
so th at the burdens of taxation may equally 
and im partiallv lead to the end that wealth 
may bear its due proportion of the expense.^ 
of the governm ent. 
W e hold that the efficient way of protecting 
American labor is to prev ent the im portation 
of foreign pauper labor to com pete with it in 
the home market, and that the v alue of the 
home m arket to our American farmers and 
artisans is g reatly reduced by a v icious m one­ 
tary sy stem , which depresses the prices of 
their products below the cost of production, 
and thus depriv es them of the m eans of satis­ 
fy ing their needs. 
The absorption of wealth by the few, the 
consolidation of our leading railway sy stem s 
and the formation of trusts and pools, require 
a stricter control by the federal g ov ernm ent 
o f those arteries of com merce. 
We demand 
the enlarg em ent of the powers of the inter­ 
state com m erce com m ission and such restric­ 
tions and g uarantees in the control of rail­ 
roads as w ill protect the people from robbery 
and oppression. 
W a deno nee the profligate w aste of the 
m oney wrung from the people by oppressiv e 
taxation, and the lav ish appropriaticns of re­ 
cent republican cong resses, which hav e kept 
taxes hig h, w hile the laborer that pay s them 
is unem ploy ed and products of the people to it 
are depressed in price till they no longer repay 


congress to 


the cost of production 
We demnnd a retnrn 
to that sim plicity and economy which i < st 
befits a democratic government and reduction 
in ine number of useless offices the s .laries of 
which drain the substance of the ptopie. 
We denounce arbilrar^^ interference b.v fed ­ 
eral authorities in local affairs as a violation 
of the constitution of the United States ard a 
crime against free institutions, and we espe­ 
cially object to trovernment by injunction r.s a 
new and highlv dangerou-s form of o p p ressio n 
by which federal judges, in contempt of th- 
iaws of the state and the rights of citizens be­ 
come at once leg islators, judges and execution­ 
ers, and we approve the bill passed at the last 
•session of the United States senate and now 
J X'ndnig in the house, relativ e to contem pts in 
federal courts, and providing for trials by jury 
incertain cases of contempt. 
Ino discrim ination should be induli^ed in l>\’ 
the government of the United S lates in favor 
of any of its debtors. 
We approve of the re- 
^ s al of the Fifty -Third congre.ss to pass the 
acitic railroad funding bill, and denounce the 
elTort of the present republican 
enact a sim ilar measure. 
Recognizing the just claim s of de.serving 
union soldiers, we heartily indorse the rule of 
the present commLssioner of pensions that no 
names shall be arbitrarily dropped from the 
pension roll, and the fact of enlistm ent and 
serv ice should be deemed conclu.sive evidencti 
ag ainst disease and disability before en lisi- 
ment. 
We favor the adm ission of the territories 
Of New Mexico and Arizona into the union as 
Htates. and we favor the early adm ission of all 
the territories having the necessary popula­ 
tion and resources to entitle them to state­ 
hood. and while they remain territories we 
hold that the officials appointed to adm inister 
the governm ent of any territory , together with 
the D istrict of Columbia and Alaska, should 
b€ ‘ bona fide residents of the territory or di.s- 
trict in which their duties are to be performed. 
The democratic party believ es in home rule 
and that all public lands of the U nited S tales 
.should be appropriated to the establishm ent 
of free homes for American citizens. 
W e recom m end th at the territory of Alaska 
be g ranted a deleg ate in cong ress and th at the 
g eneral land and tim ber laws of the U nited 
h tates be extended to said territory . 
T he M onroe doctrine as orig inally declared 
and as interpreted by succeeding presid en ts Is 
a perm anent part of th e foreig n policy of the 
L nited S tates and m ust at all tim es be m ain­ 
tained. 
We extend 
Cuba in their heroic 
independence.

W e favor appointm ents based utxin 
m erits, fixed term s of office, and such an ad- 
nnnistration of the civ il serv ice laws as will 
afford equal opportunities to all citizen s of as­ 
certained titnos.s. 
W e declare It to be the unwritten law of this 
republic, established by custom and usage of 
IW y ears and sanctioned by the exam ples of 
the gre.atest and w isest of those who founded 
it and have m aintained our g overnm ent that no 
man shall be elig ible for a third term of the 
presidential office. 
The federal g ov ernm ent .should care for and 
improve the M ississippi river and other water­ 
way s of the republic so as to secure for the 
interior states easy and cheap transporation 
to tide water. 
When any waterway of the re­ 
public is of sufficient im portance to demand 
aid of the gov ernm ent, such aid should be ex­ 
tended upon a definite plan of continucus work 
until permanent improvem ent is secured. 
Confiding In the justice of our cause and the 
necessity of its success at the polls, we sub­ 
m it the foregoing declaration of principles 
and purposes to the considerate judgment of 
the American people. 
W e inv ite the support 
of all citizens who approve them, and who de­ 
sire to have them made effectiv e through 
leg islation for the relief of the people and the 
restoration of the country ’s prosperity .

The report of the minority was read by J . H. 
Wade, of Ohio, a former reading clerk of the 
house of representativ es, as it was presented 
by Senator David B. Hill:

•‘U ntil 
international co-operation among 
leading nations for the free coinage of silv er 
can be secured, we favor the rigid m aintenance 
of the existing gold standarri as essential to 
the preservation of our national credit, the re­ 
demption of our public pledges and the keep­ 
ing inv iolate of our country 's honor. 
We in­ 
sist that all 
our 
paper and silv er cur­ 
rency shall be kept ¡ib.solutciy at a parity 
with 
gold. 
The 
democratic 
party 
is 
the party of hard money , and is opposed to 
leg al tender paper money as a part of our jier- 
manent financial sy stem , and we therefore 
favor the gradual retirem ent and cancellation 
of all United States and treasury notes, under 
such leg islativ e prov isions a.s wiil prevent un­ 
due contraction. 
We demand that the national 
credit shall be resolutely maintained at all 
tim es and under all circumstances. 
“ The minority also feel that the report of 
the majority is defectiv e in failing to make 
any recognition of the honesty , economic cour­ 
age and fidelity of the present democratic ad­ 
m inistration and they therefore offer the fol­ 
lowing declaration as an amendment to the 
majority rerort:

0 0 0 
people, the nominating speeches were made, 
and there was a repetition of the exciting 
scenes of the afternoon. 
The Hrvan enthusi­ 
asm continued. 
The g alleries went frantic at 
every m ention of his name, and the wild dem­ 
onstration of the afteriio .11 was durdicuted 
when he was placed in nominution b.v li. T. 
Lewis, of Georgia, and seconded by W. C 
Klutz, of North Carolina; George F. WTlliams. 
of >Ris.sachusetts, aad Thomas J Kernan. of 
Louisiana. 
Although the dem onstration was 
confined larg ely to the galierit-s, it looked as if 
he favorite. Bland, had fallen back into the 
ruck, hopele.ssly beaten. 
Senator V est placed the M issourian in nomi­ 
nation and David Overmy er, of Kansas, sec­ 
onded the nomination. 
The name of Gov. Claude Matthews, of Indi­ 
ana, was presented by Senator Turpie, of Indi- 
ana. and seconded by Delcg.ite 'Frippett. 
Fred W hite, of Iowa, placed Boies in nomi­ 
nation. and the W aterloo siatesii;au owed a 
magnificent ovation to the enthusiasm of Miss 
VVinnie Murray , a y oung woman from Nashua, 
ja., who led the Boies demonstration, us Mrs. 
Carson Lake did the Blaine demonstration at 
M inneapolis four y ears ago.

The sudden appearance of Bry an as a for­ 
m idable candidate and the developmont.s of 
the day in connection with the old deleg ations 
g reatly com plicated the situation. 
The Teller 
mov em ent again loomed up prominently , if 
those who believ e his nomination would be the 
politics of the situation can prevent a nomi­ 
nation on the second ballot, and to this end 
their efforts will be directed. The Bland mana­ 
g ers are straining every nerve and claim the 
victory , while Bry an’s friends loudly assert 
that the conv ention w ill be stampeded by the 
boy orator of the Platte.

He said the platform was ‘,-a 
crazy quilt of anarchy ” and the outcome “ of 
incompetent and brainless fools.” He de­ 
nounced men of A ltg eld’s and Tillm an's stam p 
as “ m ischief breeders and schem ers to ruin 
the democracy ,” and then ho closed by say ing: 
“ I will never cast my vote for such a ticket or 
its representative. 
I am a democrat and this 
platform is not democratic.” 
Senate* H ill offered this resolution; 
That a com m ittee of six be appointed to v isit 
other state deleg ations instructed for gold and 
urge upon them the necessity for refraining 
from action and that this com m ittee act, both 
in the convention and hereafter, for tlip New 
York deleg ati 111, 
It was adopt'Hi, and the chair appointed Sen­ 
ator H ill, W illiam C. W hitney . J ames W. 
Hinckley , Roswell P. Flower, Frederick R 
Coudert and W illiam F. Sheehan.

ing was then adjourned, it being the sense of 
the members that New York’.s vote was not to 
be cast for a presidential or other candidate.
